A well equipped workshop on 
the farm is an asset that can only 
be fully appreciated. by the own- 
er in emergency. It saves many 
a trip to town and often long 
waits in busy seasons when time 
is very valuable. In ‘addition it 
becomes a source of pleasure to all 
concerned when outside jobs are 
impossible.

This puts that 
engine under cover as you have 
been promising yourself for so 
long, and enables the easier start- 
ing in bad weather.
